BATON ROUGE, La., May 16.

from the Gulf of Mexico.

—Blanketing new reaches of the 
world's most productive sugar 
country at the rate of almost 20C 
miles a day, the flood waters of 
the Mississippi are rolling south­ 
ward today in the last hundred 
mile stretch separating them 
from the Gulf of Mexico. 


Levee Disappearing. 
Today the 
forty-mile 
stre tc h of 
levees from the Mississippi riv er west 
w ard to Cottonport is lost in the mud­ 
dy. yellow sea w'hich obliterates some 
3,000 square miles 
of the h e a rt of 
L ouisiana. 
H ere and th ere along the 
B ayou dikes a tiny stre a k of th e old 
protecting wall is visible in the c h u rn ­ 
in g w aters, but even these honeycom b­ 
ed islands disappear hourly. 
R iver engineers alread y are basing 
t h e i r calculaions 
upon the p rem ise 
th a t w ithin 48 hours th e entire levee 
will have been sunk w ithout trace. 
One crevasse n ear the village of Til­ 
den, is ten miles wide. 
Through this 
spillway, alone, a 20-foot wall of w ater 
rushes into the lowlands. 
T hree other openings in the dikes 
which held back the flood w aters for 
a whole week are m easured in thou­ 
sands of yards. 
T en others are hun­ 
dreds of feet wide.

th e w aters are eating aw ay the ends I 
of the soaked ridges, joining stream s 
to m ake rivers and rivers to m ake ■ 
a sea.

Now, at the close of their winter 
activities they declare that they have all been entirely free of colds 
and other ills, have gained from IO to 20 pounds in weight and aie 
in fine general health, feeling better than they did before they 
tackled the year of daily swims. 
Admiring neighbors and follow townsmen declare that their 
feat is of more importance to the country as a whole than swim­ 
ming the Catalina channel, because it involved steady, regular 
exercise over a long period instead of spectacular achievement and 
physical strain concentrated in a training period and a one-day 
endurance swim. 
The regularity of the exercise, the frequent exposure to direct 
Funlight and fresh air, throughout the whole year, rather than 
the chill of the water during the winter months, brought about 
the improved health conditions.
